A plot is said to have been formed to 
kidnap Marshall Martinez de Campos, Cap- 
tain-General of the Spanish forees in Cuba, 
and deliver him a prisoner to the insurgents. 

Six men, three of them Missourians, are 
alleged to have left St. Louis last week to 
gocomplish this hazardous mission or die 
presumably in the attempt. 

That in a nutshell is the story, almost in- 
credible for its boldness, which came to the 
Post-Dispatch late last night from an ap- 
parently reliable source. The details given 
afford to some extent corroborative evidence 
of the truth of the story. The names of 
the intrepid adventurers were not given for 
obvious reasons. To be identified as being 
connected with such a scheme would of 
course mean instant death on reaching 
Cuban soll. 

As stated, three of the party are Missou- 
rians, one is from Texas, one from Colo- 
rado and one from the Indian Territory. All 
are distinguished for their courage and 
bravery, and besides have the other qualifi- 
cations necessary for a mission so fraught

Sheriff Windsor of Callaway County, Mo., 
cb in the city late yesterday af ter- 

oon with Emmett Divers, the negro ac- 
cused of ravishing and murdering Mrs. 
Cain, a farmer’s wife living a few miles 
from Fulton, Mo., last Tuesday afternoon. 

When brought in the prisoner presented 
a revolting and pitiable spectacle. He is 
about 2% years old, yellow-skinned and 
was clothed in a dirty, ragged suit of 
brown homespun, while on his head rested 
a huge, dirty white hat, with immense 
brim. He wore neither shoes nor stock- 
ings and his trousers were rolled up to his 
knees. He was handcuffed and manacles 
were securely clasped around his bare 
ankles. 

The arrival of the two men in St. Louis 
ended as exciting a flight as ever an of- 
ficer had in an effort to save his prisoner 
from the vengeance of an infuriated mob. 

The crime of which Divers stands ac- 
cuséd is as fiendish and diabolical as any in 
the criminal annals of the State. Last |

ED. BUTLER DOESN'T PAY. 


Records Show that Forfeited Bonds 
Amounting to $25,000 Have Ace- 
mulated in Two Years. 


Upon the return of Circuit Attorney Zach- 
rits from the Duestrow trial an energetic 
crusade, it is promised, will be instituted 
against the men who for years have made 
it @ practice to furnish straw bonds for 
defendants in the Criminal Court. 

The abuse grown to enormous pro- 
portio res vy #- the loss to the State 
of thousands of dollars annually. 

The steps to be taken by Circuit Attorne 
Zachritz, it was given out in the Crimin 
Court y . will include both an at- 
tempt to collect the thousands of dollars 
due the State for years and also the in- 
Gictment punishment of those who 

rnished bonds while they themselves were 
insolvent; making affidavit that they pos- 

sed the fred amount of property to 
ble as bondsmen.

department has been at work sometime on 
one or two of These cases, and it was stated 
in the Criminal Court terday that they 
will be furnished additiona! cases to labor 
on. The result of the mvestigation so far 
has been the discovery that several pro- 
fessional bondsmen have made affidavit not 
sO very long ago to the ownership of the 
required amount of property when they 
were at the time insolvent. 

While this abuse has existed in the Crim- 
mal Court for years the present is the first 
effort ever made to remedy it. The matter 
has several times been brought before pub- 
lic notice, but never in a purely official man- 
ner until Judge Thomas B. Harvey re- 
cently instructed the July Grand-jury to in- 
vestigate the abuse. This action grew out 
of a fiagrant case that came to Judge 
Harvey's notice shortly after he assumed 
the bench as a Judge of the Criminal Court. 
Two saloon-keepers had been indicted on 
the charge of Au. goods stolen from 
the A. 8. Aloe Optical Co. Jacob Silverberg 
became their bondsmen. The bonds were 
forfeited, and when an attempt was made 
to execute the writ was returned indorsed: 
“No goods nor chattels nor property found 
upon which to levy.” 

Judge Harvey su ted that Silverberg 
was no better off when he made affidavit 
to the bonds than when an attempt was 
made to execute the forfeitures, and the 
matter was inquired into, with the result 
that the entire abuse was called to the at- 
tention of the July Grand Jury. 

In its report, that body last Friday stated 
that owing to the lack of time the members 
had not been able to take the matter up, 
but su ted that it could be handled with

the Four Court’s officials stated yesterday 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter that within 
the next week or so some important dis- 
closures willl be made. 

“Detective Badger was put to work on 
the Silverberg matter by me,“ said Chief 
of Detectives Desmond yesterday. “He 
found that at the time Sliiverberg went on 
these bonds he was worth nothing, and had 
nothing that could be touched by the law. 
So far this is the only case that has been 

ut in our hands by the officers of the 
riminal Court. We will ye f handle all 
such cases they give us, and i cannot see 
why they have not done so before. There 
are any number of professional bondsmen 
whose recognitions are not worth the paper 
they are written on. They are accepted, 
however. Who is responsible? Inquire in 
the Criminal Court. 

‘This man Stephen Hillner, proprietor of 
the saloon at the southwest corner of Ninth 
and Market streets, is one of them. Not 
long ago he was on the $900 bond of Willie 
O'Keefe, alias “Big Willie,’’ in the Crimi- 
nal Court. O’Keefe did not appear, the bond 
was forfeited and not a cent could be col- 
lected. We have investigated this case and 
find that this man was worth nothing 
when he was accepted as bondsman.” 

Inquiry by the reporter developed that dur- 
ing the past two years some twenty-seven 
bonds have been accepted in the Criminal 
Court that after forfeiture proved worth- 
less, eo far as collecting on them is con- 
cerned. In several instances the same man 
is on more than one bond, accepted at dif- 
ferent dates. A total of $24,900 is represented 
in these bonds taken during the last two 
years, and at present an entire loss to the 
State. 

A uliar fact elicited yesterday was that 
Col. Ed Butler, the well-known liticla 
is debtor $800 to the State on a forfeited bon 
and has been for years. 

October 28, 1889, Col. Butler went on the 
bond of a defendant in the Criminal Court 
May 7, 1881, the bond was forfeited. 

It was evidently imposatble to collect 
it. At least it never was collected, and this 
could not have been because no goods, chat- 
tels or real estate were found, for Col, But- 
ler is accounted one of the wealthy citigens 
of St. Louis, owning stocks, bonds and real 
estate. This is one of the forfeited bonds 
that have been got together by Clerk Arch.

SCIENCE AND CRIME. 


The Holmes case contains suggestions 
f absorbing interest to thoughtful stu- 


* ents of social development. 


Facts have been brought to light which 
make it almost certain that Holmes has 
killed six persons and which strongly 
point to his responsibility for the dis- 
appearance of ten others. In view of the 
results of an incomplete investigation and 
of the difficulty of tracing the man’s crim- 
inal footsteps no limit can be placed upon 
the crimes of his extraordinary career. 

The interesting features of the case are 
the character of the man who is charged 
with these crimes and the manner in 
which he accomplished them and escaped 
G@etection for so long a time. Holmes 
is not an ordinary criminal who is led 
into crime by vicious habits and associa- 

s. He is not an ignorant brute, but 
@n educated man with scientific attain- 
ments. He is a druggist with excellent 
knowledge of chemistry and anatomy, 
and he has used his accomplishments 
with skull to further his criminal pur- 
poses. . 

In view of this fact and of the deprav- 
ity of human nature despite educational 
discipline, it may be asked how far the 
progress of science has contributed or 
may contribute to the progress of crime. 
Science has made giant strides in the 
knowledge of the organs of the human 
body and the use of drugs and other in- 
struments of destruction. The Borgias 
had to resort to crude poisons, the effect 
of which could easily be detected in the 
victim, but the modern Borgta has a host 
of insidious poisons at command and a 
thousand devices for concealing crime 
and destroying evidence unknown to past 
generations. What is to prevent a phy- 
sician or, under favorable circumstances, 
any man from surreptitiously inoculat- 
ing victims with the germs of a fatal 
malady ? 

With the resources of scientific dis- 
covery at command murder may become 
mot only “a fine art,” but a science. It 
is easy to imagine a fin-de-siecie monster, 
@ ecientific Frankenstein, endowed with 
the power of modern knowlede¢e and un-

THE DETROIT PLAN’S SUCCESS. 


The report of progress in the Detroit 
plan work this season is worthy of the 
careful attention of St. Louisans. It 
shows what can be done by persistence 
and energy against great odds. 

When the Post-Dispatch advocated the 
trial of the plan in St. Louis the obstacles 
seemed inspperable. Discouragements 
and even sneers were offered on every 
hand. Subscriptions were slow and 
meager and the work was delayed until 
it seemed impossible to accomplish any 
results at all. 

But the report ‘shows that the persist- 
ence of the Post-Dispatch and the friends 
of the plan is to be rewarded. The 
twenty-six lots for which means were 
raised to put in cultivation are flourish- 
ing gardens filled with thriving vegeta- 
bles. Manager Deering estimates that 
each lot contains vegetables worth not 
less than $60, which were planted at a cost 
of less than $10. 

The committee is delighted with the suo- 
cess of its plan. The persons who were 
given lots to cultivate have been enabled 
to raise food for their own tables and 
enough surplus to give them a good start 
towards their winter support. 

All of this produce, aggregating in 
value not less than $1,300, has been re- 
alized from one-fifth of that amount 
in money and from lots that would other- 
wise have been unproductive. ° 
The first experiment with the Detroit 
plan is a great success and shows what 
can be done towards making the poor of 
the city self supporting. 


SOVEREIGN’S SENSIBLE MOVE. 


In the great game which Labor and 
Capitai are playing General Master 
Workman Sovereign has made some stu- 
pid and abortive moves. His plea for a 
boycott on natiOnal bank notes, if it 
should amount to anything, would result 
in leaving large numbers of these notes 
in the hands of working people who could 
ill afford to be losers by the depreciation. 
What sense is there in John Jackson, 
plumber, trying to depreciate a form of 
money in which James Johnson, carpen- 
ter, has 8500 saved up?

Its object is to conceal the truth 
from the minds of the young,’ to keep 
them from distinguishing between right 
and wrong, and to lead them to look 
upon the acquisition of wealth by any 
means as a noble aim and the men who 
have enriched themselves by fraud and 
oppression as honorable business men 
whose example is worthy of emulation, 

It is the business of the faculty of the 
Standard Oil Co.’s Chicago University to 
see that its students are carefully in- 
oculated with the virus of monopoly and 
are not permitted to learn the truth about 
its evils. 

Under this theory of the function of 
an institution of learning the youth who 
goes to Stanford University in Cali- 
fornia will doubtless be taught to look 
upon railroad robbery as an honorable 
occupation. 

If Mr. Carnegie shall conclude to num- 
ber a University among his philanthropic 
memorials he will no doubt select a 
faculty that will train the students to 
regard the swindling of the Government 
by armor plate frauds as a justifiable 
means of attaining riches and fame. 

The multimillionaire pirates of busi- 
ness can do what they please with their 
money, and creating universities to teach 
falsehood and corrupt and warp the 
moral natures of the youth would not 
be so objectionable if they would make 
known their objects. If the particular 
economic errors and business immoral- 
ities taught or ignored at each university 
were clearly set forth in the catalogue 
parents would know what to expect and 
could govern their choice of a university 
for their children accordingly.

House of Delegates’ Delay in Providing 
Quarters for New Judges. 


100 


Delay in the House of Delegates over 
providing court-rooms for the new 
Circuit Judges may have serious results. 
It is a question whether the courts can leg- 
ally sit outside the Court-house. The fal- 
ure to make Collector Zeigenhein move 
to the new City Hall is the cause of all 


the trouble. The new City Hall is nearly 
— for occupancy and could be made 
partially so if the Municipal Assem 
— 2 make any effort to have the w 
pus . 
quarters in the Court-house where the new 
judges coujd be put, but they are occu- 
pied by City officials who have a pull with 
— House of Delegates and will not be put 
out. 

A bill has passed the Council requiring 
the Collector and Assessor to move. into 
the new City Hall, and appropriating the 
rooms now occupied by them in the Court- 
house to the new courts. Yesterday Col- 
lector Ziegenhein went before the Commit- 
tee of the House and urged them not to re- 
move him. Several of the judges of the 

Circuit Court were also present and urged 
| the passage of the Council bill. 
Besides, they showed that the system of 
transferring surplus jurors from one court- 
room to another, which could be done only 
when all the courts were in one building, 
resulted in a very great saving to the city 
in the item of jury fees. For example, it 
requires eighteen men for a panel from 
which a jury is to be drawn. It frequently 
happens that one or more of the eighteen 
are from some cause, disqualified for that 
case; then, of course, more jurors are 
needed. So that, from twenty to twenty- 
two jurors should he present whenever a 
jury is to be em But as soon as 
the jury of twelve is chosen, then the court 
has no further use for the surplus jurors 
until that trial is ended. But as soon as 
that trial is closed and that retire. to 
r verdict, —

Night Until the Neighbors 
Got Onto Him. 


The second act in John C. Worthington’s 
little drama, which his neighbors have 
styled “A Fly Husband,” took place yester- 
Gay morning at his residence, 3814B Laclede 
avenue, before a good-sized audience. Since 
Worthington’s debut at his flat late Friday 
‘night, as an employer of pretty, blonde-hair- 
ed, satin-attired servant girls,“ the neigh- 
bors of that quiet digtrict have stirred up a 
vigorous kick.

Since Mrs. Worthington’s 
departure, a fortnight ago, his neighbors 
claim that he has not been leading the life 
of a summer grass widower. There have 
been wild nights in the Worthington flat 
it is said, that disturbed the serenity of 
the neighborhood, and the alleged presence 
of strange women who never called when 
Mrs. Worthington was at home, was taken 
as a gratuitous insult to the respectability 
of the neighborhood. 

The climax came Friday night. 

The way it all happened is told thus 
by the neighbors: Friday morning at 3 
o'clock, so their story goes, Worthington 
came home in a hack with a female com- 

anion. Two maiden ladies who live next 
oor were on the lookout, and noticed that 
the woman was stylishly attired. When 
morning came the ladies passed the word 
around the block and a watch was set on 
the house to give the word when the guilty 
couple emerged.

“Electric Light Racing! South Side Park! 
Only Night Track in the World!” 


That is the way the advertisement reads, | 


the only night track in the world, so far 

as known, and the rest ot the world is 

better off, presumably, in consequence. The 

sport of kings has been degraded by night 
racing on a three-eighths of a mile track 

until even every pretense of sport has been 

eliminated. It remains a gambling soheme 

pure and simple, little better or worse than 

the mechanical races which are run by tin 

horses, excepting for the cruelty involved 

in running worn out hacks, “doped” for 
the occasion. Viewed in this light the tin 
horte race scheme has the advantage. Oth- | 
erwise the South Side race track strongly 

suggests the mechanical idea.

The jockeys’ colors are 
arranged in mechanical order and with nev- 
er a variation. They may change jockeys 
every race, but whoever rides as No.

The South Side 
track probably enjoys the distinction of 
being the only track in the world to ob- 
serve these regulations. 

Of the horses which run what shall be 
said? There are broken-down bang-tails 
which have seen better days, the offspring 
of sires like Luke Blackburn, Aristides, 
Ben D’Or, Rayon D’Or, Sir Modred, Spring- 
bok. They may run there when their use- 
fulness is epded on the turf, because when 
once they enter South Side they are forever 
barred from association racing grounds. So 
the worn-out racers of noble pedigree run 
side by side and are beaten by those of un- 
known sires and dams. 


Nothing that can be written can go well 
describe the character of horses which com- 
ete for the purses hung up as a sign posted 
n the betting ring by an enterprising livery 
firm. Viewed in one light it is the most 
hilariously funny thing of all the funny 
things .about the track, but to lovers of 
real sport it has its pathetic side as well.

When sound race horses become so famed 
in spirit as to be available for livery, and 
owners will consent to sell them for such 
use, they are far down in the eqfuine scale 
indeed. 

The habitues of the track seem to under- 
stand that these unfortunate beasts are 
stimulated to the running pitch by .a 
judicious use of “dope,” and when one 
gets too gay, runs away, tries to climb 
the fence, goes around in a circle—and these 
things and more happen at frequent inter- 
vals—the word is passed around “too much 
dope,“ quite as a matter of course, just as 
one would say too much booze” when a 
drunken man staggers along. No eccef- 
tricity a horse could be guilty of would 
awaken surprise at the South Side track. 
Too much dope” would explain every- 
thing. And there are unfortunate beasts 
who run in this kind of company and never 
win a race, 

The conditions of races according to the 
programme show that one is “for horses 
which have started and not won since 
Oct. 1.“ another for non-winners since Dec. 
1, “another for horses which have started 
twice and not won two races,” and a 
fourth “for horses which have started six 
times and not won three races.“ These con- 
ditions are taken from the four races of 
one night’s card. On another night two of 
the four races were for horses which had 
not won sinee Aug. 1 of last year. On a 
legitimate track the aged horse ts the ex- 
ception. At South Side the aged animal 
is much in evidence, so much so that in one 
race in the all-aged class one was 6 years 
old and all the others aged. The 6-year-old 
won. 

And to see these back number “has 
beens” chase each other around the track 
hundreds of people go nightly. There has 
been a complaint from legitimate tracks 
that interest in racing has of late fallen off. 
The attendance at South Side shows that 
however interest may have declined in 
racing, it has not declined in gambling. The 
conditions are not calculated to assure the 
speculatcr that the racing is on the square, 
To begin with the traok itself precludes the 
possibility of “the race being always to the 
swift.“ It is a three-eighths track and a six 
furlong race is twice around. Necessarily 
it is full of short turns and “pocketing” is 
inévitable. T horse who has the advar- 
tage in the start and gets the rail, has the 
best of the race if his wind holds out. Again 
the track is outlawed; neither the horses 
that run on it nor the j eys that ride 
there can gain entrance to an association 
track; the track is not recognized by the 
Turf Congress and is amendable to no regu- 
lationg save those of itd own, There’ & 
general understanding that the track man- 
agemént and the bookmakers are all one 
Just what the arrangement is cuts little 
figure, but it is certain that the track is 
run for revenue only, not to encourage real 
sport, and that the bookmakers put up the 
money for the purses.

This man is weaving a web of mystery 
around himself dally. He declares that his 
name is not William Stocker, notwith- 
standing the fact that his wife and son 
have seen and recognized him. To reporters 
he gives his name as William Houston, 
and says he lives in the lodging-house at 


506 South Second street. Then again he for- 
gets himself and admits that he left his 
wife about a month ago, but immediately 
dentes this admission. . 

When Stocker quit work at 5 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon a Post-Dispatch reporter 
asked him to accompany him to the lodg- 
ing-house at 506 South Second street. “O 
I'm g to get my supper,” said Stocker. 

„Well, as soon as you get through we'll go 
down there,” was suggested. 

„No!“ he thundered with an oath, “T say 
I'm not going down there, and I won't, 
and then he went to supper. When he had 
finished he went into a saloon on Market 
street and proceeded to get rid of his wages. 
His wife and children waited until U o’clock 
last night for him to return and finally dis- 
pairing, went to bed. : 

Stocker, as has been stated, was supposed 
to have been murdered and thrown into the 
North St. Louis reservoir. The body was 
buried in Calvary Cemetery. Friday Stocker 
was found working at Ninth and Market 
streets. The question which then arose 
was, Who is the man who was murdered? 
It now appears that he was a Frenchman 
and that his name was Rouchez. 

At the time that the body was found a 
note was discovered in the coat pocket 
written by 2 newspaper man to Capt. O' Mal- 
ley of the Central District. Two days before 
the body was found Rouchez had comie to 
the Four Courts inqui for a watch 
which was taken from him by the police be- 
fore he was sent to the Work-house. He 
encountered Assistant City Attorney Eg- 
gers and a newspaper man, who conversed 
with him in French, the only language he 
was able to speak. The newspaper man 
gave him the note in question and that was 
the last heard of him until the note was 
found on the murdered body. 

The natural supposition then was that the 
man’s name was Rouchez, but old Mrs. 
Stocker, the stepmother, and young Mat- 
thew Stocker identified the body and the 
name of Rouchez was forgotten. 

All that is known of ouchez is that 
he came “here from France about two 
years ago. Mr. Eggers wert to Ninth and 
Market streets with a reporter Saturday. 
He said that Stocker resembled Rouchez, 
but that he was slightly taller. 

Mrs. Stocker, wife of the mysterious 
man, says that he left home because he 
drank heavily. Old Mrs. Stocker, the step- 
mother, who lives at 1430 Salisbury street, 
nas, diffetent opinion, but she will not 
te t. 

“I thought William 
more than a month ago,“ she said. 

“He. got td. associat with two tough 

men and I believe th ed him astray. I 
have not seen much of him since he was 
married about ten years ago, consequent) 
I don’t know anything of his private af- 
fairs. William a good-natured, easy- 
going fellow, just such a man as two slick 
criminals would like to get hola of and 
use as a tool. If this matter does get him 
into trouble it will develop that he was used 
as a catspaw. I don’t care to express my 
opinion on this case. It is a most bewilder- 
ing one, and I can’t understand any of it. 
oF that I am able to qomprehend is that 
Villiam left his wife and children most 
mysteriously, and when found alive acted 
in a manner which instead of clearing, 
deepened «the mystery. William is my 
step-son. His right name is Henflin that | 
was the name of my second husband. He 
has been going, however, under numerous 
names. When he was married his wife 
called him Maguire.” 

Mrs. Stocker then explained her identifi- 
cation of the murder body. 4 

When I called at the Morgue,” she said 
“they showed me the coat which the dead 
man had on. I recogniz t from the lining, 
which I had finished, ag Me property of my 
step-son, and from this identified the body. 
I am still sure that that coat. belonged to 
my step-son, although. I cannot account for 
its having been found on another man.“ 

Stoker is not now wearing any coat. He 
has a heavy shirt and a pair of overalls. 

Young Mrs. Stocker’s first question when 
the reporter called at her home Was: ‘‘Has 
my husband been arrested yet%’ There was 
no apparent occasion for asking this, as 
there is no chargp against Stocker. Mrs 
Stocker said that her husband had left 
home because he drank heavily. 

Don't go to see my husband's step- 
mother,” she pleaded as the reporter left. 
“She is rather sickly and any questioning 
would make her worse.. Old Mrs. Stocker 
was feeling depressed when the reporter 
called, but she was fully able to discuss 
the mysterious case. 

In regard to the statement made by 
Stocker’s stepmother that her son’s wife 
calls him Maguire, there is an interesting 
bit of neighborhood gossip. They say that 
Mrs. Stocker was married to a man named 
Maguire, but that Maguire went away a 
long time ago and that when she took 
Stocker into her home she gave him the 
name of Maguire, by which he has been 
known by his neigh ors ever since. The 
tombstone over the grave of the murdered 
man in Calvary bears the inscription, ‘‘Wil- 
liam (Maguire) Stocker.“ 

It is not explained how it that the 
man found murdered at the ter-works 
had on the clothes which Stocker wore when 
he @isappeared from home. Stocker could 
probably tell, but Stocker won’t tell any- 
thing. Perhaps after awhile the police will 
get interested and take him in hand.

Which the Law Does Not 
Cover.

NEW .YORK, July 27.—There is some 
curiostty among policemen to see what !s 
going to happen in an excise way within 
the twenty-four hours after the saloons 
close to-night. There is a chance of a 
rather comical and abnormal situation 


arising in that time. Oddly enough, while | 


it concerns the saloons it has nothing to do 
with Sunday closing. That matter is sup- 
posed to be settled. It is to be a dry Sun- 
day. 

Mr. Roosevelt announced this morning 
that it would be extra dry. The police are 
waiting to see the show that will open if at 
all at midnight. Where Sunday ends and 
Monday begins there is an interval that has 
always been known as the disputed, hour. 
No excise law applies to it, none has been 
stretched to reach it. The courts have 
never decided on it, for the reason that it 
has not been of sufficient importance. But 
it is expected that it may become so now. 

The fact is that the saloons may throw 
their doors open, if they choose, between 
12 midnight and 1 o’clock Monday morning 


without fear of law or police. The Sunday 
cl relaxes its grip at 12 o’clock, and 
the week day closing does not take effect 
tilll o’clock. It has always been that way, 
but now, with the decision that saloons 
may sell soft drinks in their places from 
1 to 6 a. m., that is throughout the close 
spell of the law, there is a chance of its 
beco a matte? of sudden moment. The 
point fs that the saloonkeeper is empow- 
ered by law to keep his place open and 
sell liquor at least of the night before 
the thirsty town has turned in. Precisely 
what use they will make of it is a thing 
the police are anxious to know. Nothing 
is said about the matter at police head- 
quarters, but they are doing lots of think- 
ing. They are waiting, as in the precincts 
to see how the cat will jump before at- 
mr gy - the situation. The number of ar- 
rests for excise violations to-morrow will 
probably exceed thoBe of any previous Sun- 
day, as the police will make every effort to 
prevent saloons from opening for the sale 
of soft drinks, notwithstanding the decision

Judge Russell’s Decree Defines the Na- 
ture of the Title to Catholic 
Church Property. 


Judge Russell, in Division No. 1 of the Cir- 
cult Court, granted a decree yesterday di- 
vesting Archbishop Kenrick of all title to 
church property in the Archdiocese of St. 
Louis, and conveying the same to Arch- 
bishop John J. Kain. 

This decree winds up the suit brought by 
Fra.

Drew, Pallen, Cates, Remmers, Beck, Dono- 
van and Brady to have Archbishop Ken- 
rick’s title declared a trust and on account of 
his age (89 years) and his weak mental con-

other. 

The form of the decree, a lengthy docu- 
ment, was in the possession of Attorneys 
Frost and Foy when they entered court yes- 
terday morning and asked to have judgment 
by default entered against Archbishop Ken- 
rick. They first got leave to enter Most 
Rev. John J. Kain as a co-defendant and 
then they filed an answer for him, admitting 
the facts stated by the plaintiffs and agree- 
ing to their petition. They had with them the 
bill making Most Rev. John J. Kain Arch- 
bishop of St. Louis, but the document was 
not called for. The Judge asked them if they 
had looked up the law bearing on the char- 
acter of tha title of prelates to church prop- 
erty which they hold in their private ca- 
pacity and in fee simple. 

The attorneys, by a short argument, con- 
vinced Jud ussel] that they had authori- 
ties to back them up and the judgment by 
default was entered. Mr. Frost read the 
form of the decree, and the Judge ordered 
an insertion, stating that Arehbishop Ken- 
rick had been made acquainted with the 
proceedings and had declined to plead. This 
was done and the decree was approved.

WITH DEATH. 


Carl Neumann Offered Poison to 
His Wife and Two Children. 


Little Ones Until His Mind 
Gave Way. 


Carl Neumann, who shot himself through 
the heart yesterday morning, was in love 
with death. He had gone crazy from grief 
and despondency and his infatuation was 
suicide. Had the ghoulish yearnings of his 
disordered brain found realization a hor- 


Neumann's diseased imagination led him 
to believe that it would he a beautiful thing 
for himself and his wife and his two chil- 
dren to die together. He bought a box of 
arsenic Friday and asked his wife to give 


it to her children and take it herself. “Just 
one spoonful apiece and we will all be 
happy.“ he chuckled. But his wife doubted 
her husband’s sense and saved her own 
and her children’s lives, 

Balked in his insane desire for a family 
reunion beyond the grave, Neumann put a 
bullet through his heart yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. 

The suicide occurred in the squalid living 
quarters occupied by himself, wife and two 
children on the second floor in a tenement 
yard at 1238 South Third street. Mrs. Neu- 
mann was drawing water in the yard be- 
low and her 8-year-old girl and 4year-old 
boy were playing on the porch.

A great many Americans whose minds 
run to politics took advantage of the elec- 
tions in London to study the manner of con- 
ducting them, as compared with the Amer- 
ican methods. Among the Americans were 
two who probably know more about elec- 
tions than any other two men in the United 
States. One was Richard Croker and the 
other Col. O. O. Stealey of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal. All the Americans agreed 
that the difference between conducting 
elections in London and in the large cities 
of the United States is not as great as 
might be expected. What they saw simply 
convinced them that human nature is very 
much the same everywhere. The lower 
classes here are controlled bgt 
the same impulses as they are in 
From the little that Mr. Croker saw he is 
of the opinion that there is just as much 
corruption in London as there is in any 
American city. 

“The only difference,” said Mr. Croker, 
is that the newspapers here dare not speak 
of any corruption if it existed. I am in- 
clined to believe that if the papers had the 
license the American papers possess, and 
had as enterprising S as our Amer- 
ican newspapers have, there would be just 
as much scandal as ig stirred up in the 
American cities. 

“I notice that the daily papers have con- 
tained a great many advertisements of de- 
tective agencies, Where they ask employ- 
ment to discover bribery and repeating in 
connection with elections. It would cer- 
tainly seem that if 8 and repeatin 
were unknown here these detectives woul 
not spend money as they do in advertising 
in the London papers. 

“But it seems to me that politics are 
worked more cleverly in London than at 
home. I think that litical or ization 
here is much more thorough and a great 
deal more money is spent on it. The cam- 
paign literature is not only more prolific, 

ut in some cages it is much more clever 
than that of America, Its cartoons are 
distributed and represent a great outlay 
of money. As tha English do not

Not Allowed to Expose Meator Poultry 
Outside Their Shops. 


There is little in the outward appearance 
of a New York butcher shop nowadays to 
indicate the nature of the business carried 
on within. This is in cansequence of the 
rigid enforcement by the police of a law 
passed during the late session of the Leg- 
islature prohibiting, under a severe penalty 
of from $100 to $500, the exposure in front or 
within a store of fish, game and poultry. 
Strictly construed, this would require all 
meats and provisions to be kept in the ice 
boxes and only brought out as called for.

The existence of the sea serpent has never 
been positively denied by any eminent man 
of science.- Men of science, on the other 
hand, are the first to give ear to the stories 
of a sea serpent’s appearance. They know 
the possibility of such an animal surviving, 
as, perhaps, the sole representative of ‘his 
race, and many learned bodies have investi- 
gated the subject. 

In addition to this there is the startling 
fact that the sea serpent’s appearance has 
been officially recorded on the books of the 
Government of the United States and on 
the books of the British Admiralty. Naval 
vessels of the United States have more 
than once encountered the serpent, 
whose appearance was duly tered in the 
log, authenticated by the officers of the 
deck and others called from the ward room.

It is an interesting thing to know that 
4300 species of plants are gathered and 
used for commercial purposes in Nurope. 
Of these 420 have a perfume that is pleas- 
ing and enter largely into the manufac- 
ture of scents, soaps and sachets. 

There are more species of white flowers 
gathered than of any other color—1,1H. 


Of these 187 have an agreeable scent, an 
extraordinarily large proportion. Next in 
order come yellow blossoms, with 961, 77 of 
them being perfumed. Red flowers number 
823, of which 8 are scented. The blue flow- 
ers are of 694 varieties, & of which are per- 
fumed, and the violet blossoms number 308, 
13 of which are pleasantly odoriferous.
